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Mubarak: Timetable 
fir Palestinian 
autonomy a must

TEL AVIV. Nov. 18 lAgen- 
cies) — Egypt regards a time- 
table for the institution of 
Palestinian autonomy in Israeli- 
occupied territories as “very, 
very important — and the gov- 
ernment of Israel should rea- 
lize this." Egyptian Vice Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak, said 
Saturday. 

In an interview with the 
Israeli state radio, Mubarak 
said tbat if Egypt were not 
demanding a specific timetable 
for setting up autonomous adm- 
inistrations in the West Bank 
of Jordan and Gaza Strip, 
“that would mean we are look- 
ing for a separate agreement, 
which would never lead to 
peace." 

The Washington peace talks 
are snagged over Egypt’s de- 
mand that autonomy be estab- 
lished within nine months of a 
peace treaty signing, to coin- 
cide with Israel's initial with- 
drawal from the Sinai desert 

Israel has agreed to open 
negotiations on autonomy one 
month after the signing, but 
balks at setting a deadline for 
the negotiations. 

■Mubarak said Israel's willing- 
ness to open negotiations was 
“good, but when is the auto- 
nomy going to start and when 
will the self-government be in 
action?” 

Mubarak called the time- 
table issue “very, very impor- 
tant — and the government of 
Israel should realize this.” 

Mubarak sidestepped a ques- 
tion of whether Egypt would 
abrogate a treaty with Israel 
if Wees: Bank-Gaza negotia- 
tions did not proceed satisfac- 
torily. 

“Are you looking for general 
peace or not? That is the ques- 
tion,” he told his Israeli inter- 
viewer. “If you are looking for 
general peace, everything could 


be finished according to the 
timetable” 

in Cairo. President Anwar 
Sadat. Saturday discussed with 
his senior aides the state of 
peace talks with Israel and 
officials said Egypt’s - position 
on the occupied territories re- 
mained unchanged. 

Details of ihe one-hour meet- 
ing, which included Prime Min- 
ister Mustapha Khalil and Act- 
ing Foreign Minister Boutros 
Ghali. were kept secret but 
senior foreign ministry officials 
said Egypt was still insisting on 
linkage and a timetable. 

Sadat recalled Ghali, number 
two on the Egyptian negotiat- 
ing team, to Cairo this week 
for consultations and sent Mu- 
barak to Washington to explain 
in detail Egypt's position on the 
talks. 

The three men declined to 
speak to reporters after their 
meeting but Ghali said there 
would be further meetings after 
the return of Mubarak this 
weekend. 

■Egypt has said that should 
the timetable for self-rule on 
the West Bank be delayed it 
wanted elections to go ahead 
in Gaza for self-governing 
councils. 

Egypt, which administered 
Gaza until it was occupied by 
Israel in 1967, also wants to 
re-establish its presence in the 
territory by taking part with 
Israel in the election process 
during a transition period* 

In addition, Egypt wants 
talks on the two territories' to 
start one month after the sign- 
ing of the .peace, treaty. • 
.. US. Secretary Uf 'Stats 'Cyras 
Vance has endorsed the Egyp- 
tian ideas as “constructive”. 

“We shall await the response 
of the other side to these sug- 
gestions,” Vance said after a 
luncheon meeting Friday with 
Mubarak in Washington-

JEDDAH. Nov. 18— Saudi 
Arabia and the United States 
signed three agreements Sat- 
urday designed to increase 
American assistance in Saudi 
development of management 
training, transportation and 
agricultural loans. 

The agreements were signed 
by Minister of Finance and 
National Economy Sheikh 
Muhammad Abu Al-Khail 
and U.S. Treasury Secretary 
W. Michael Blumeiwhul, who 
i> here on a three-day visit. 

Later Saturday. Blumenthal 
nwt with Crown Prince Fahd 
to discuss American posi- 
tions on economic and energy 
matters. 

BlumenfhaJ said on arrival 
Friday that he would explain 
in “considerable detail" the 
recent measures taken by Pre- 
sident Carter to strengthen the 
U.S. dollar. Prior to Carter’s 
Nov. 1 actions, the dollar had 
been plummeting against 
other currencies for months. 

Blum enthal was expected to 
discuss the American position 
on world oil prices and the 
continued use of the dollar as 
the currency of the world 
petroleum market in his talks 
with Prince Fahd and other 
Saudi government officials. 

Sources traveling with the 
U.S. Secretary said Saturday 
that Blumenthal would seek a 
continuation of the oil price 
freeze agreed to in Caracas 
last year by the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC). 

The United States accord- 
ing to these sources, is of the 
opinion that an increase in 
the price of oil next month 


at OPEC's meeting in Abu 
Dhabi would undermine Car- 
ter’s recent dollar-strcngthen- 
ing program. 

7 ne last OPEC price in- 
crease was in January of 1977. 

Finance Minister Aba Al- 
Khail. in remarks welcoming 
Blumenthal to Saudi Arabia 
Saturday, hailed Carter's Nov. 
I actions for having “an im- 
mediate beneficial effect.” and 
said the Saudi government ex- 
pected the President's actions 
to “contribute to greater eco- 
nomic growth and expanded 
international trade in raw ma- 
terials and manufactured 
goods. 

“During the past year the 
world witnessed a series of 
decisive developments, parti- 
cularly in the international 
monetary system and in inter- 
national trade exchange posi- 
tions." the Minister said. “Ihe 
instability which dominated 
the financial markets during 
the year affected the econo- 
mies of both developed and 
oevtlo.ping countries." 

"However." Sheikh Aba 
Al-Khail said, "the program

Bhutto’s elder daughter Be- 
nazir. a 25-year-old Oxford 
and Harvard graduate, was 
similarly freed from house 
arrest in June but was rearres- 
ted last month and confined to 
a house in Islamabad. 

The supreme court is expec- 
ted to rule next month on 
Bhutto’s appeal against con- 
viction and sentence of death 
on charges of ordering the 
murder of a political opponent

It can fly only 60 meters 
above the ground, making it 
difficult to pick up on radar. 

Proposed range limits have 
teen criticised in the Senate 
which must approve the 
eight-year Strategic Anns Li- 
mitations Treaty now being 
negotiated. 

The sources, who are clwe 
to the talks, said the whole 
question of cruise missile 
range limits was still open. 

The sources said the Soviet 
offer to abandon limits for 
air-launched cruises might in- 
dicate Kremlin leaders were 
more worried about battle- 
field cruise missiles in Europe 
than the boraber- Launched, in- 
tercontinental version.

Another U.S. depression ?

WASHINGTON— 

- While some Carter admin- 
istration officials have been 
busy trying to refute predic-

tion program doesn't work 
and inflation continues un- 
checked.

.ous in his response, Carter 
bomeli seemed to take the 
same basic position when 
asked Thursday about 
Kahn's depression t a l k . Car- 
ter said failure of his inflation 
aqQ dollar-support programs 
would raise the threat of “a 
recession or even a depres- 
sion.

A recession is more pre- 
cisely defined as being two 
consecutive quarters, or six 
months, in which the econo- 
my not only does not grow, 
but contracts. The most re- 
cent recession, and the worst 
economic slow-down since the 
depression itself, was in 1974- 
1975, when the US. economy 
dedined by 2.7 per cent. 

One government economist 
quipped that the difference 
between a recession and a 
depression can be defined as 
follows: ‘Whoa you are out 
of a job, it's a recession; 
when I'm out of a job, it's a

Doubtful dollar moves

WASHINGTON — 

After the administration's 
anti-inflation plan was greeted 
with scoffing and skeptical ri- 
dicule, something like panic 
must have hit the White House. 
Plan Humber Two, the one 
which is to save the dollar from 
foreign ignominy, cannot have 
been cooked up by calm and 
intrepidly rational statesmen. 

The fact that the U.S. stock 
market beard the news of our 
latest save-the-doUar expedition 
and took a record-making 
bound upward is bo reason tor 
thinking the plan makes sense. 
Day-to-day market fluctuations 
are inscrutably unintelligible; 
any administration which uses 
an uptick in the market as a 
validation of its policies is go- 
ing to be Sony it chose such a 
quixotic standard of approval. 

The way the news was pre- 
sented makes President Carter 
a hero, as if supporting the 
dollar were an act of patriotism 
like supporting the flag. We 
should ail support the flag but 
the dollar is money and that’s 
business, not red, white and 
blue rah-rah. If the . announce- 
ment of this mistaken rescue 
attempt is to be treated like a 
brave cavalry charge into the 
guns of international finance, 
let it also be recognized that it’s 
the Charge of the Light Bri- 
gade and we're going to lose 
the $30 billion committed to it 

In the past, a number of na- 
tions have sought to prop up 
the price of their currency and 
it has sever worked. In the 
king run, the price of the dollar 
as expressed in yen, deuteche- 
marks or francs is a business- 
man's best judgment of what 
each of those currencies wiU 
buy. In the short run a cur- 


rency may be undervalued but 
the administration’s contention 
that the American dolfer has 
been undervalued for months 
and months strains reasonable 
belief. If dollars were really 
worth more than people are 
willing to pay for them in 
other currencies, someone be- 
sides Secretary of the Treasury 
Blumenftial would understand 
that this is an exemplary chan- 
ce to buy dollars cheap, con- 
vert them into merchandise to 
sell abroad and make a killing. 

This isn’t (he finst time the 
administration has announced 
it would spend money (o drive 
up Che dollar’s price abroad. It 
did the same thing to no effect 
except to lose $5 billion some 
months ago. Now it proposes 
to spend $30 billion on the sup- 
position that the first attempt 
to save the dollar faffed be- 
cause we didn’t lose enough 
billions. Reasoning like thi s 
turns the mind to fudge. 

In order to support the dol- 
lar, our government is obliged 
to borrow that 30 billion from 
Japan and Germany in marks 
and yen with which to go into 
the money market to hid up 
the buck. Ultimately that mo- 
ney, with interest we can safe- 
ly presume, will have to be re- 
paid, at which tune our balance 
of payments, already a subject 
of White House gloom, will 
look worse than ever. .^And 
irony of ironies, they tell us 
one of the reasons for propp- 
ing up the dollar is to balance 
the money inflow with money 
outflow to foreign nations. 

As batfling is the adminis- 
tration's contention it must push 
up the dollar to make foreign 
imports cheaper in the United 
Stales. The government asserts 
that when the prices of foreign 


goods go up, American domes- 
tic manufacturers raise , their, 
prices accordingly. If that’s 
true, it means the free market 
competitive system has develop- 
ed some serious hitches and 
hiccups. The answer to that, 
however, isn’t to waste our 
money speculating in the for- 
eign currency market but in 
restoring effective price compe- 
tition here at borne. 


In a tangential act having 
little to do with anything, the 
government also announced it 
would be stepping up the volu- 
me of its gold sales. Very dra- 
matic but of no great importan- 
ce. It's nice if the government 
wants to sell gold, aluminum 
or chicken guano and make 
some money but it isn’t going 
to have any solid effect on 
inflation and the weakness of 
the dollar. 


Some of the thing s the adm- 
inistration came through with 
should be helpful. Certainly the 
decision to cut back on the 
rate of printing money is of 
first importance, bat why was 
the decision taken so late? For 
months and months the adm- 
inistration has been warned its 
monetary policies were border- 
ing on the reckless. A gentle 
gearing down on money crea- 
tion should have been going on 
for the past year so that we 
can avoid sucking money out 
of the system so rapidly we 
pitch the country into hand 
times. 


What would really be re- 
assuring would be an announ- 
cement by the U.S. Treasury 
that you can’t have a sound 
dollar abroad unless you have 
a sound dollar at home. —

TEL AVIV — 
When U.S. President Carter 
announced his recent anti-in- 
flation measures, many Israelis 
responded with the old Jewish 
saying, "May his worst troub- 
les be ours " 

They have good reason to 
envy America. Israeli inflation 
h approaching 50 percent for 
197.8. It has averaged 38 per- 
cent a year since 1974, and 
some economists gloomily pre- 
dict 80 percent in 1979. 

Prices go up weekly, some- 
times daily, and double every 
two years. A backgammon set 
that cost 11 pounds in 1971 
now costs 150 pounds. 

The value of the Israeli 
pound drops constantly. De- 
pendent on the sliding dollar 
and the strengthening Euro- 
pean currencies, it has fallen 
from 21 cents in 1974 to a 
little over five cents today, and ■ 
may be at three cents one year 
from now. 

The inflation rate has been 
high for a long time, .but even 
Treasury officials were stunned 
when official figures showed 
a 5.7 percent jump in living 
costs in October alone. Trea- 
sury director Amiram Sxvan 
admitted his surprise, saying it 
could have M a shocking psy- 
chology effect” 

How do Israelis survive? 
More comfortably than one 
would imagine, thanks to a 
system which in itself perpe- 
tuates inflation. 

Under the government’s’ 
wage agreement with the labor 


unions, all salaried employees 
receive twice-yearly increases 
calculated at 70 percent of the 
rise in cost of living.

U.S. bargains for foreigners

WASHINGTON— 
the dollar's value 
near an all-time low, Ameri- 
can property and businesses 
are a bargain — and foreigners 
are queuing up to get in on 
the action.

That 
doesn't include an estimated 
SS3.L -billion. in foreign hold- 
ings of UJS. securities. 

The shift has provoked 
mixed reactions. Would-be 
property sellers here are smil- 
ing, but there is fear about 
too much cropland failing 
into foreign hands and appre- 
hension. that the Arabs will 
gain a stranglehold on Ameri- 
can aims, production. 

Actually, less than one per 


man G. Williaip Miller tes- 
tified last summer there were 
122 -foreign banks operating 
in the United States, with as- 
sets totaling 590 billion.

other countries around the 
world, traveling thousands of 
miles by ship, airplane, train, 
car and bus to reach the Holy 
City of Mecca. 

On the morning of the 8th 
of Dbul-Hijjah, it seemed as 
if a tremendous electrical char- 
ge was surging through the 
minds and bodies of almost two 
million pilgrims as they moved 
toward the site of Mina.

Egypt moves into the auto age

HELWAN, Egypt — Egypt, 
is rolling into the auto age, 
mostly in cars built here in a 
sprawling factory that has be- 
come one of the biggest indus- 
trial enterprises in the Arab 
world. 

The private automobile, al- 
ways the prerogative of forei- 
gners and a few rich Egyp- 
tians, has become the new sta- 
tus symbol of a consumer so- 
ciety. With the country’s eco- 
nomic climate transformed 
since the 1973 war, more and 
more Egyptians are finding the 
money to buy one off the basic 
Fiats rolling off the assembly 
line here, and a major expan- 
sion of the plant’s capacity is 
one of the country’s industrial 
priorities. 

“We can’t cope with the de- 
mand,” said Adel Gazarin, 
chairman of the state-owned 
Nasr Automotive Co., which 
operates the factory. “After 
1973 there was a sudden chan- 
ge in the market pattern. More 
people can afford cars and we 
we fiad a big lag in produc- 
tion." 

Upward mobility 
On the traffic-choked streets 
of Cairo and Alexandria. 
where the noise is deafening 
and tie poIRn&on stiffibg as 
untrained drivers lean on their 
horns and compete for space, 
it seems as if the last thing 
Egypt needs is more cars on 
the roads. 

But Egyptians who have 
cashed in on the tourist boom 
or have brought home foreign 
currency from jobs in the oil

New Lord 
Mayor for 
London

LONDON — Enthusiastic 
crowds of nearly half a million 
Londoners converged on the 
City of London last week to 
watch the flamboyant Lord 
Mayor procession. 

The procession is a tradition 
that goes back to 1 190 and it 
marks the election of a new 
Lord Mayor for the tiny, 
square -mile City. 

Alderman Sir Kenneth Cork. 
GiBE is the 651st Lord Mayor 
and Jed the procession, now 
an annual event. In medieval 
times, the position was held 
for many years, sometimes for 
life. 

Sir Kenneth is. one off the 
City's featfing chartered ac- 
countants and a liquidation [” 
spedalisL As a receiver he’s 
been responsible for a number 
of large bankrupt groups, but 
he's established a reputation 
for trying to keep firms alive 
and protect jobs and invested 
money. 

His procession Nov. 13 was 
around 45 minutes long as st 
passed any given point on its 
three- kilometer route from 
Guildhall, around the City, up 
Fleet street and along the 
Embankment to the Lord Ma- 
yor’s residence. Mansion 
House. 

Over thirty floats, represen- 
ting various companies, banks 
as well as some off the ancient 
Livery Companies of the C ity 
took part in the procession. 

Some, years before Eng- 
land’s King John signed the 
Magna Carta, he granted Lon- 
doners the right to elect a 
Lord Mayor through alderman 
representatives with the condi- 
tion that the new candidate 
should first be presented to the 
king. 

As the king was often away 
at the time, the inspection duty 
was passed on to his Lord 
Chancellor — the head of the 
House of Lords. ■ 

The 25 eldennen who 
choose the Lord Mayor are 
elected by the few residents 
who now live and pay taxes in 
the tiny area of London 
known as the City. 

Today, the Lord Mayor 
serves an ambassadorial post 
for the Foreign Q£6c^ for he 
is the official host for visiting 
foreign dignitaries who arrive 
in London.

rest oht at skyrocketing prices) 
are suddenly snapping up com- 
modities that they could not 
afford or were not available in 
the Nasser years. At the top 
ot every family's list is the 
new car — status, mobility, 
and freedom from dependence 
on the appalling public trans- 
port. 

Egypt, a country of 40 mil- 
lion people, has fewer than 
half a million private cars on 
the roads. Spain, a country of 
similar population, has about 5 
million. The U-S. has one car 
for every two people, or about 
1 10 million. 

The auto and truck plant 
here employs 11,000 workers 
and production is scheduled to 
be nearly tripled next year. A 
new plant, turning out Volks- 
wagens under license from the 
German firm, is scheduled to 
be built in Alexandria. 

On the roster of the world’s 
auto makers, the Nasr corpo- 
ration hardly rates a mention. 
It is currently turning out bet- 
ween 12,000 and 15,000 cars a 
year, using mostly imported 
components. But in the Egyp- 
tian context, it is an industrial 
giant and a keystone of the 
country’s fragile economy. 

Growing importance 

According to Gazarin, 120 
Egyptian manufacturers supply 
parts and equipment to the 
Nasr plant For many it is the 
only customer and the auto 
industry's relative weight in 
the economy is growing rapid- 
ly. 

Under an agreement with 
Rat of Italy, be said, output 


is to rise to 40,000 cars a year, 
and the percentage of locally- 
made components is to in- 
crease. That in turn will re- 
require the government to en- 
courage auto purchases and 
make new investments in high- 
way and parking facilities. Al- 
ready the first elevated motor- 
way is being cut through 
downtown Cairo. 

The Nasr Co., founded in 
I960, makes tractors, buses 
and trucks as well as cars. 
Most parts of the trucks and 
buses are made in Egypt, in- 
cluding r a six-cylinder diesel 
engine, tires, crankshafts, bat- 
teries. window glass and rear 
axles. 

But the limited productive 
capacity of Egyptian industry 
has failed to keep up with the 
demand for buses and trucks 
as well as cars. The Egyptian 
army snaps up most of the 
trucks and the plant’s capacity 
of 600 buses * year cannot 
meet the demands of Cairo 
alone, which is buying buses 
abroad a thousand at a time. 

Saleh Abdul Fattah, mana- 
ger of the trucks and bus as- 
sembly plant, said he could in- 
crease his output by jvorking 
extra shifts, but his Egyptian 
suppliers cannot deliver the 
components he needs. 

The first choice for an 
Egyptian car buyer is a Euro- 
pean model such as a Merce- 
des or Volvo. But import du- 
ties ranging upward from 100 
percent put those cars beyond 
the reach of all but a few. 

A fair price 

That leaves the local pro- 
duct — four models, two built 


under license from Rat of 
Italy, one under license from 
Fiat of Poland, and one under 
license from Flat’s Spanish 
partner. Seat. 

Prices are reasonable, the 
cheapest model, a two-door 
Seat 133, is listed at 1950 
Egyptian pounds (or $2,800). 
For i he most popular model, 
a four-door Fiat 128, the price 
is 2,960 Egyptian pounds or 
about S4.250. 

But for most Egyptians 
there is a catch: if they wish 
to pay in Egyptian pounds, 
there is a three year wait. Only 
by paying in dollars or some 
other international currency 
can they get immediate delive- 
ry. That is because the com- 
pany receives no hard curren- 
cy allocation from the govern- 
ment’s scanty holdings to use 
for buying the imported com- 
ponents, so it must earn its 
own. 

Export Iraq 

For the same reason, Egypt 
exports 5.000 cars a year — 
more than a third of its output 

- - to Iraq, which pays for 
them in dollars. Those exports 
lengthen the waiting list here, 
but Gazarin says each car pur- 
chased in hard currency finan- 
ces 40 percent of a car to be 
sold in Egyptian pounds. 

He estimates that 20 to 25 
percent of the overall value of 
each Egyptian-built car con- 
sists of parts made in Egypt.

The list of companies say- 
ing in recent days they would 
purchase blocks of their stock 
includes conglomerates US. 
Industries and Gulf and Wes- 
tern Industries, and diversified 
food processor Anderson 
Clayton. 

The offers have come as the 
stock market has dropped 
sharply, with the Dow Jones 
industrial average off by 68.09 
points since the beginning of 
October and the New York 
Stock Exchange's composite 
index of all its listed stocks 
i down by 5.24 points in the 
i same period. 

In the past week, the Dow 
average dropped 9.36 to 797.73. 
Daily big board volume rose 
to an average of 24.82 million 
shares from 21.88 million the 
previous week, and the NYSE 
composite index finished at 
5234. down .18. The American 


Stock Exchange Market value 
index fell .01 to 143.39. 

There is nothing new in such 
repurchase plans, internatio- 
nal Business Machines, for 
instance, bought back nearly 
5 million shares between Feb- 
ruary 1977 and Juty 1978.

LONDON, Nov. 18: — For 
English football fans the news 
which broke in July was un- 
expected. Only a few weeks 
before they had watched Ar- 
gentina win the Worid Cup in 
Buenos Aires, beating the best 
opposition Europe could offer 
with a three-week campaign of 
old-fashioned attacking soooer. 

By the end of the tournament 
Argentine players had become 
household names. England it- 
self had not even managed to 
qualify for tike finals. 

The news was astonishing. 
Two of the Argentine squad, 
Osvaldo Ardiles and Ricardo 
Villa, had been signed by Tot- 
tenham Hotspur for a joint 
transfer fee of 750,000 pounds 
($1.5 million) and would hence- 
forth be playing in the English 
First Division. 

To Argentines the news was 
routine. They have long been 
used to seeing their best play- 
ers mow abroad, attracted by 
far higher wages than they can 
earn at home. But Ardiles and 
VHIa would be the first foreig- 
nets to play for an English 
dub. For only this year dld_ 


the English soccer authorities 
relax their long-standing ban 
on import players from over- 
seas. 

Flood 

There was specul^'on that 
Ardiles and Villa would be 
only the fftst of a flood of 
foreigners to be signed by the 
hitherto insular English clubs. 
In fact, only two more Argen- 
tines have come. Second Divi- 
sion Sheffield United signed 
Alex Sabella, who has played 
four times for his country but 
was not in the World Cup 
squad, for 160,000 pounds 
(5320,000) from River Plate; 
and Birmingham City snapped 
up Alberto Tarantini, Argen- 
tina's World Cup left-back, 
from Boca Juniors for 175,000 
pounds ($350,000) — an out- 
standing bargain.

TEHRAN, Nov. 18 lR>—

here Saturday for Baghdad 
on the first visit by a top- 
ranking member of the Iran- 
ian Imperial Family to neigh- 
boring Iraq in 25 years. 


Rightists report 
5 killed, hurt 
in East Beirut 


BEIRUT, Nov. 18 (R) — 
Lebanese rightists Saturday re- 
ported at least five people kill- 
ed or wounded in sniper fire 
and shelling of eastern districts 
of Beirut. 

The Phalangist Radio said 
the fire came from the mainly 
Syrian Arab League Deterrent 
Force and quoted a rightist 
forces command statement as 
saying it was not returning the 
■fire. 

But the left-wing Independent 
NasserRe movement said the 
rightists had fired on the ADF 
in *the traditional combat zone, 
including the city center, kill- 
ing two people and wounding 
at least five. 


An official spokesman said 
she would visit the holy city 
of Najaf, south of Baghdad, 
when Shi'Ue Muslims cele- 
brate the anniversary of pro- 
phet Muhammad’s appoint- 
ment of his son-in-law AJi as 
his successor. 

The two day visit to Iraq 
was a sign of the improving 
relations between the two 
countries who ended a bitter 
border dispute in 1975 with 
Algerian mediation.

A “Pravda” commentary car- 
ried by the Tass news agency 
in advance of publication cited 
press reports that the presence 
of such aircraft runs counter 
to a 1962 agreement that the 
Soviet Union would not intro- 
duce aircraft with nuclear capa- 
bility into Cuba. 

“Such allegations are ground- 
less and provocatory from 
beginning to end.” said the 
' commentary. 

Senior Cuban officials refus- 
ed to comment on Washington 
reports that the United States 
has resumed spy flights over ■ 
Cuba to determine whether the 
Soviet Union has sent planes 
capable of carrying nuclear 
weapons. 

Government sources in Wash- 
ington said that the U.S. had 
resumed flights by SR-71 super- 
sonic reconnaissance planes 
over Cuba to see whether the 
recently delivered MiG-23 fight- 
ers in Cuba had nuclear capa- 
bility. 

Although there was no offi- 
cial Cuban response to the re- 
ports, some diplomatic sources 
were puzzled by the strong 
American reaction to the pos- 
sible presence of MiG-23s.

In an apparent reference to 
4 he Camp David peace ac- 
cords signed between Egypt, 
Israel and the United States 
in September, Blumenthal no- 
ted that American political 
involvement with Saudi Ara- 
bia “has deepened significant- 
ly... in the last few. months.” 
Saudi Arabia has criticized 
the Camp David accords, and 
joined with other Arab states 
earlier this month in Bagh- 
dad in urging Egypt to with- 
draw from current peace ne- 
gotiations in Washington. 

Blumenthal's visit to Saudi 
Arabia will be followed later 
by stops in Abu Dhabi, Ku- 
wait and; Iran, three of the 
other major producers in 
OPEC. Together with Saudi 
Arabia, these Gulf states 
have supported a moderate 
oil-pricing policy. 

In recent months, however, 

the Gulf states have joined 
with other OPEC members in 
urging stronger doilar-streng- 
-tbening measures on President 
Carter, noting that oil reve- 
nues have fallen by at least 
15 per cent due to the dollar’s 
decline in 1978. 

Several OPEC members 
have already called for price 
increases ranging from five 
<o 25 per cent or more. 

In Baghdad, Iraq's semi-of- 
ficial “Al J umbo uny ah” news- 
paper said Saturday that the 
main purpose of Blumen-hal’s 
tour is to persuade the area's 
oil producers against increas- 
ing oil prices. 

“The main goal of the Uni- 
ted Slates is the continuation 
of the current oil prices. This 
is why it has sem iis repre- 
sentative to Arab members of 
OPEC only a few weeks be- 
fore the Abu Dhabi meeting,” 
ihe paper said. 

“Al-Jumhouriyah” reitera- 
ted the Iraqi government line 
saying the OPEC meeting 
must increase oil prices “la 
order to compensate the losses 
caused by the declining value 
of the UjS. dollar.” 

“The actual price of crude 
oil as a result of the dollar's 
decline has fallen to six dol- 
lars per barrel, against the 
1973 price of $12.70," “Al- 
Jumhouriyah'’ added. 

In Jordan, the English 
language daily “Jordan 
Times" accused iBiumenibal of 
wanting the Middle East oil 
producer* "to bow to the 
changing fortunes of the Ame- 
rican economy.”
